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Young blasts School Committee 
for delay of all-day kindergarten 


Some School Committee members are still looking 
for answers to questions that arose from a special 
task force’s proposal for four additional all-day kinder¬ 
garten classes, while at least one member of Town 
Council blames the School Committee for not helping 
prevent those questionable gaps in the first place. 

“It’s appalling,” said Town Council Vice President 
Robert Young. "I understand that the proposal was 
bad, but did any of them take steps to make it better 
in the beginning?" 

The task force, comprised of teachers, parents and 
School Committee members, presented a proposal to 
add the classes, which would bring the number of stu¬ 
dents served in all-day kindergarten from 60 to 140 at 
a cost of more than $200,000. The proposal was 
defeated in a 3-3 tie. Member Susan Dawson was 
absence from the vote. 

However, the members who voted against the pro¬ 
posal - Teresa Kozloski, Linda Galarneau and Susan 
Pettazzoni - said there were several issues that were 
too great to ignore. 

"When we set up the task force, it was to do a study 
of what we need to provide all-day kindergarten for 
everyone who wants it," said Mrs. Galarneau. “I felt 
they abandoned that too quickly. We agreed we want¬ 
ed it for all children and put together figures on how 
much it would cost for portable classrooms, then at 
the next meeting, all of the sudden we’re abandoning 
that plan. It’s confusing to me. I felt that we’re going 
backwards. 

“But the biggest issue is equity. Granger School

kids, if they’re lucky enough to be picked in the lottery, 
would have to provide their own transportation. I felt 
[the task force] wasn’t even addressing Granger’s 
needs . . . having parents have to transport their kids 
to other schools is ludicrous," Mrs. Galarneau said. 

Currently, each elementary school in the system 
has one all-day kindergarten class except for Phelps. 
The proposal called for the addition of two classes at 
Phelps and one each at Robinson and Clark. 

The addition to Robinson would cost about 
$61,000; the addition to Clark would be approximate¬ 
ly $66,000; and the classrooms at Phelps would cost 
nearly $100,000. 

School Superintendent Dr. Frank Ameruoso said 
that they could possibly receive $15,000 in grant mon¬ 
eys for each school. 

School Committee members wondered where the 
rest of the money would come from. Young said that 
they could have addressed some of the financial 
questions, among others, months ago. 

“Several months ago, I called a finance committee 
meeting to discuss all-day kindergarten," he said. 
"And [School Committee members] were upset by 
that. Of the people who voted no, not one of them was 
willing to discuss the financial issues, not one was 
willing to come talk to the council." 

Mrs. Galarneau now wants to meet with the coun¬ 
cil. 

“The next step, I think, is we should petition the 
Town Council, educate them on the needs of the com¬ 
munity as a whole and work together,” she said. 


Young said that should have been done earlier. 

“If you believe in it, there’s no excuse for a bad pro¬ 
posal,” he said. “I tried to be proactive and asked them 
to talk about it and they were offended.” 

Now Young is the one who’s offended. 

“I find it quite offending as a taxpayer, as a parent 
of kindergarten-aged children, and as someone who 
can afford to pay for private school,” Young said, mak¬ 
ing reference to a comment made that some parents 
only want all day kindergarten because they cannot 
afford an alternative school or daycare. 

Young continued, noting that the task force took 
several months to take action. 

“That task force was formed in the spring and to my 
knowledge didn’t even meet until the fall,” said Young. 

Everyone involved said that no matter what their 
vote was, they were for all day kindergarten. 

“I’m not against all-day kindergarten," Mrs. 
Galarneau said. “But we need to look down the road 
instead of spending money on a band-aid approach." 

Young had similar thoughts. 

“I’m very dismayed at the outcome of the vote - I’m 
fully in support of all-day kindergarten,” said Young. 
“For years we’ve underfunded our school system. We 
do band-aid solutions and never look at the big pic¬ 
ture." 

Although the proposal was voted down, the com¬ 
mittee and Ameruoso agreed that one class at Phelps 
should be written into the 2001-2002 budget so that all 
schools have one all day kindergarten class.

For the last three weeks, I have been opening The 
Agawam Advertiser News to some of the most dis¬ 
turbing articles since the events of September 11th. 
These articles and advertisements have dealt with the 
disrespect that has been bestowed upon the teachers 
of Agawam. 

I am a graduate of Agawam High School, and I am 
currently student teaching at a first grade. These last 
three months have been the most exhausting of all 
my years of study. Every day, I must meet a demand¬ 
ing schedule meant to meet the needs of a strong, 
MCAS-based curriculum. After school, I do not go 
home to relax. Instead, I must evaluate lessons, 
rebuild similar lessons if the children’s needs have not 
been met, and plan an appropriate course of action to 
follow, along with any work I have taken home. 

All my lessons need to be captivating, multi¬ 
faceted, cumulative, and framework-related. Every 
night, I collapse into bed, only to wake up at 6:00 and 
begin the day again. What keeps me going? Why 
would I choose such a demanding profession famous 
for its low pay? I would have to say that 18 bright¬ 
eyed, smiling, eager-to-learn first-graders are my 
motivation and greatest reward. How else could I play 
such an important role in the lives of so many? 

The first 18 years of life are the years that “make 
and shape you.” Children who come to school with 
minimal knowledge and skills are transformed into 
well-spoken, well-written, knowledgeable graduates 
ready to enter the adult world. Teachers play one of 
the most important roles during this detrimental time 
of development and teach them most of what they will 
need to use throughout life. 

The gentleman who wrote the degrading letter to 
Agawam teachers last week showed disrespect to 
any and all teachers. May I ask where Mr. Katz 
received most of his basic knowledge? Most likely, he 
(like all of us) has been touched by very special

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teachers who taught him how to read, write, do many 
forms of math, and - most importantly - how to ques¬ 
tion, explore, and discover the world around him. I am 
very sorry that Mr. Katz has not realized that he has 
been forever molded and affected by teachers that 
play a role similar to that of parents and doctors. 

Why is it that doctors can begin to make 
$ 100,000/year their first year, while teachers are 
lucky to make half of that at the conclusion of their 
teaching careers? For some reason, discrimination 
and great disrespect have always been wrongly 
directed towards the field of education. The time has 
come to pay respect to a valuable part of the Agawam 
community. 

Why can’t we pay Agawam teachers what they are 
worth? Why must some people instead try to under¬ 
mine a hard-working group of individuals by listing 
meaningless facts lacking face value? I would like to 
think that the School Committee that we, the citizens 
of Agawam, have voted for and supported in the past, 
will sit down and examine the great worth that educa¬ 
tion plays to each and everyone. I would like to think 
that these members would examine themselves and 
their actual “commitment” to education. If members 
sincerely feel that all education entitles is spending 
"only four hours a day" teaching students, then maybe 
these members should reconsider their commitment 
to an area of expertise that they do not truly under¬ 
stand or believe in. 

I speak with great respect for all the teachers of 
Agawam. I have been greatly affected by all the 
teachers who have prepared me for success. 
Exceptional teachers have given me a solid under¬ 
standing in English, the sciences, math, and history, 
along with important life lessons. Thanks to them, I 
will be graduating a semester early with a bachelor’s 
degree in early childhood and English. 

I have, and will always, stand behind and feel con¬ 
fident about the teachers of Agawam. I plead that all 
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Agawam citizens examine the great injustices that are 
being placed upon such an outstanding and signifi¬ 
cant group of people.

School Committee tactics 
only serve to unite teachers 

To the Editor: 

Dear citizens of Agawam: 

In my 28 years of teaching in Agawam, I have often 
experienced delays by the School Committee in set¬ 
tling contracts. This, however, is the first time in my 
career that a School Committee has publicly acknowl¬ 
edged its contempt for the teaching profession. 

The Committee’s claim that the bullet points in their 
recent advertisements are the facts regarding negoti¬ 
ations is absurd. For instance, not one teacher in 
Agawam earns the base pay cited in bold print. It is 
simply a figure, one without validity. Many teachers, 
however, earn significantly less. Here are some addi¬ 
tional points for the Committee to ponder: 

* Two of your members’ signatures are conspicu¬ 
ously missing from your second advertisement. Is it 
because they chose not to be parties to this hoax? 

* Your decision to use taxpayer funds earmarked 
for education to publicly campaign for your bargaining 
position, although it may be perfectly legal, shows 
questionable judgement. 

* Statements such as, "If you don’t like it here, go 
somewhere else" only reinforce your disregard for 
your present staff and those future quality teachers 
your administrators will find difficult to recruit to 
Agawam. 

* Is that our goal? To be average? Is that the mes¬ 
sage you want your staff to send the students: “Strive

cook all the turkeys and ham for the Air Force per¬ 
sonnel, Ms. Henson said. 

“We decided to cook 1,000 dinners for 439 AGS 
because many of the personnel are active duty and 
are away from their families at this time of the year, 
Ms. Henson said.

Even two months later, the events of September 
11th defy comprehension. The magnitude of the 
impact seems ony to grow as the days go by. Through 
the haze, and the grief, we become possessed by the 
realization that so many of our assumptions are now 
challenged. These events plant roots that will grow 
slowly, deliberately, and everywhere. 

Against this backdrop, we look for solutions or sim¬ 
ply paths that lead to solutions. And we appreciate, 
perhaps more profoundly than ever before, a marked 
dichotomy in this new world; that so much of what we 
take for granted, our liberties, our quality of life, our 
self-sufficiency, and our autonomy itself, are utterly 
and completely interdependent. As powerful as our 
nation is and as enduring as our instititions are, the 
reality is that none stands alone. 

Government’s purpose, especially now, comes 
down to responsibility. Government faces enormous 
challenges, not just to manage the physical impacts 
of numerous terrorist attacks, but also to address the 
anxieties and apprehension that mark the aftermath, 
restoring faith and strength in our economy and our 
public security. A paramount responsibility is to assure 
that government has the resources that will be nec¬ 
essary to satisfy these obligations. 

I believe that the Commonwealth has a number of 
options. These options are preferable to any dracon¬ 
ian and precipitous spending cuts. It is time for politi¬ 
cal leaders to accept the reality that the remainder of 
the tax cut that was enacted last year is simply no 
longer affordable. We must freeze the remainder of 
the tax cut - the vast majority of the investment and 
services provided today must be maintained. Tne sta¬ 
bilization fund and last year’s surplus are available 
resources. That is, after ail, what stabilization funds 
and surpluses are for. 

There’s a lot we still don’t know about how the 
world will be different. We do know that slashed 
spending and investment at the state level precipi¬ 
tates the same activity locally; fewer police officers, 
fewer firefighters, reduced educational opportunities, 
and health care improvements that come to a

It not only diminishes our ability to meet public 
safety obligations, it places a fragile economy on 
notice that government, too, will constrict its activity 
and hasten the precise spiral that we are attempting 
to stop.

Melconian announces fire safety awards to Agawam 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the City of 
Agawam will receive a $2,558.70 grant from the SAFE 
program to promote fire safety. 

“The lessons we learn as children, like stop, drop, 
and roll, save countless lives," said Melconian. “These 
grants assure that every child is exposed to that basic 
fire safety education.” 

The SAFE program is a $588,000 state curriculum 
that brings firefighters into K-12 classrooms to teach 
fire safety. Firefighters will teach students how to 


provent fires from starting, techniques to escape a 
burning building, and what a student should do if they 
catch fire. Officers also explain how to use the 911 
system to report an emergency and stress the impor¬ 
tance of maintaining working smoke detectors. 

The SAFE program firefighters place special 
emphasis on the fire hazards posed by tobacco prod¬ 
ucts. The careless use and disposal of smoking mate¬ 
rials, such as cigarettes and cigars, is the single lead¬ 
ing cause of fire deaths in Massachusetts and across 
the nation. Over the last four years, more than 100 


children who have participated in the SAFE program 
have saved themselves or a loved one from a fire haz¬ 
ard. 

“In addition to saving lives, this program also 
reduces children’s anxiety about fire and teaches 
them that they have the power to act to save them¬ 
selves,” said Melconian. 

“I’m proud of programs like SAFE that, with just a 
small amount of money, are able to make an enor¬ 
mous difference in people’s lives.”

Rep. Keenan 
announces MTF 
report released 

State Representative Daniel F. Keenan recently 
announced that the Massachusetts Taxpayers 
Foundation’s annual analysis of local revenues and 
spending was released on October 31st. 

Driven by extraordinary increases in state aid and 
a boom in new construction, overall municipal 
finances reached a high water mark in fiscal 2001, 
according to the MTF report. Looking ahead, howev¬ 
er, cities and towns can expect declining fortunes as 
they grapple with limited increases in state aid and an 
economic recession. 

The MTF study, Municipal Financial Data, reports 
that 2001 was the ninth consecutive year of improve¬ 
ment in local finances with revenue and property tax 
growth and municipal surpluses all hitting new highs. 
Local revenues jumped 7.1 percent to $15.4 billion, 
and property taxes grew 5.9 percent to $7.5 billion, 
the highest rates of growth since 1989 and 1991, 
respectively. Excess capacity, which is the difference 
between the amount of taxes a community raises and 
the amount allowed under Proposition 2-1/2, 
increased 30 percent to $248 million, rising 3.2 per¬ 
cent of the statewide levy limit, roughly 20 percent 
above the previous peak in 1987. Free cash or the net 
operating surpluses from the previous year, rose 8.7 
percent to a record total of $527 million. 

However, the report concluded, “Municipal 
finances have reached a major turning point," as 
growth in state aid and new construction slow. With 
the state confronting deficits in 2002 and beyond, 
municipalities will have to live with reduced yearly 
increases in state aid. The economic slowdown also 
will limit the pace of new construction and the result¬ 
ing growth in property tax revenues. 

“The days of annual double-digit increases in edu¬ 
cation and lottery aid are over,” said MTF President 
Michael J. Widmer. “Like the state, cities and towns 
will have to tighten their spending while weathering 
the recession. 

The Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation is an 
independent, nonprofit organization which conducts 
research on state and local taxes, government spend¬ 
ing, and the economy. Founded in 1932, MTF ranks 
among the largest and most effective organizations of 
its kind in the country. 

“The Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation has 
proved itself to be a zealous advocate for responsible 
and rational government. I take seriously the words of 
caution that they offer,” said Keenan.

nomic security must be paramount, even if additional 
resources are required to meet these evolving, press¬ 
ing needs. 

Thus, we establish an example that serves to 
replace the paradigm of cynicism with the virtue of 
compassion and a vision of community that becomes 
a new hallmark on this, the infancy of our new millen¬ 
nium.

David Cecdil - 
“A Man For All Seasons”

David R. Cecchi is the first of three children who 
grew up on the Cecchi family farm in Feeding Hills. 
Brothers Robert and Michael followed. 

“Growing up on a farm was an incredible experi¬ 
ence,” David told us. “We worked all the time and 
were always there. My mother thinks we were 
deprived, but looking back, it taught us the importance 
of hard work and commitment and a lot of things that 
kids today are not taught.” 

David and his wife, Laurie (Martin), were high 
school sweethearts. On November 4th, they celebrat¬ 
ed their 12th anniversary. They have two children - 
Joe, who is six and just started school at Benjamin 
Phelps School, and Bailey, five, who just started 
kindergarten, also at Phelps School. 

“They love school,” Cecchi said. “I have been trying 
to teach them about the Captain Leonard house, 
Benjamin Phelps School, and other historic places in 
town. When the river was low, Joe, Bailey, and I have 
walked across the river bed, from the corner of Walnut 
and River Streets, to where the old Worthy Paper 
Company was. We think we found an old boiler down 
on the banks." 

David's great-grandfather came to America in the 
1920’s. "My family has worked really hard to support 
our farm stand. My work with the committees and 
associations in town is my way of giving something 
back to the town. I love my family, the farm, and the 
town. 

“When we were growing up, our family lived on one 
side of the stand and our grandparents lived on the 
other, so we had a great experience. We’d go to 
Farmer’s Market on Avocado Street at 2:00 a.m. and 
we would help my grandfather unload the truck. 
People from the stores would come and buy from the 
farmers. That’s less and less the case now,” David 
said. 

His grandfather, Erminio, passed away in 1978, but 
his grandmother, Anna, is still living in Feeding Hills. 

“I was interested in drawing and art, so my parents 
(Bob and Emily) encouraged me to look into pursuing 
that because they were not sure what the future would 
be when my grandfather passed away,” David contin¬ 
ued. 

He went to Rhode Island School of Design. In his 
senior year there, David told his career counselor that 
he had decided to return to Feeding Hills. 

"When I said that, the counselor remarked, ‘That’s 
so refreshing.’ When I was back home, I got a job at 
Darby O’Brien Advertising as a graphic designer, 
which meant I would design logos, letterheads, 
brochures, layout of annual reports, and similar art¬ 
work. I’ve been doing that type of work ever since. 
Getting the farm out of your system is difficult. I help 
out in the spring, during April through June on week¬

ends, and when they need some extra help.” 

David does all the advertisements for Cecchi Farm 
and has been doing the ads since 1987. He now 
works at T.S.M. Design, formerly The Super Market. 
Some of his accounts include Westfield Gas and 
Electric and Westfield Bank. Westfield Bank’s new 
logo, current campaign, and new signage are exam¬ 
ples of David’s talent. 

In addition to his love of the farm and his creativity 
in graphic design, David has also "always been inter¬ 
ested in history, since I was a little kid.” He has been 
on the Agawam Historical Commission since the mid- 
1990’s. 

"It’s meaningful and a lot of fun," he said. 

Recently, the Historical Commission received noti¬ 
fication from the Department of the Interior that a sec¬ 
tion of Agawam has been officially designated 
Agawam’s first historic district. 

According to David, who has been chairman of the 
commission ever since his service began, the desig¬ 
nated area runs roughly from Route 57 and Adams 
Street on Main Street, and up Elm Street from Main to 
the Old Mill area. 

"This section has been listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places," David continued. "To 
accomplish this, we had to go through a somewhat 
complicated approval process." 

While the Historical Commission is an official entity 
of the town, the Historical Association is more of a pri¬ 
vate group, and Cecchi is on the board of directors of 
that group, too. 

“We are looking for members. We are also hoping 
to open the Agawam Historical and Fire Museum (on 
Elm Street) in the spring of 2003. We are aiming for a 
Memorial Day dedication.” 

Resident Rick Beilico suggested the concept of a 
book about Agawam as a means for raising funds 
when he was president of the Historical Association. 
David volunteered to put the book together. This ven¬ 
ture took close to 10 months of research, collecting 
photographs and organization. 

“We’ve sold probably over 1,000 books to date," he 
estimated. 


Cecchi admits to being a contented person who 
has been allowed to enjoy many gifts in life. 

“I have met so many great people in this town. 
There are a lot of great people in Agawam,” he said. 

He has offered his service or is currently serving on 
several committees and organizations, including the 
Annie Sullivan Committee, the Historical Commission, 
the Historical Association, the Sesquicentennial 
Committee, and the Springfield Public Market 
Steering Committee, a group whose mission is to 
bring a public market facility to Springfield, which 
would help with revitalization. 

He is a trustee of the Captain Charles Leonard 
House and he also serves on the Sister City 
Commission and registered strong support of that 
group’s mission and accomplishments. 

David previously served two terms on the School 
Committee. 

For professional memberships, David was a two- 
term president of the Advertising Club of Western 
Massachusetts from 1994-1996. 

“As a past president, I became a Trustee of the 
Order of the William Pynchon Award, a public service 
award which has been given since 1915 for people 
who go above and beyond with regard to public serv¬ 
ice.” 

People are nominated for the award and the six 
trustees research and get references on the nomi¬ 
nees. The trustees are comprised of the current pres¬ 
ident and the past five presidents. 

“An example was the award to Albert First for 
donating a skating rink to the City of Westfield in 
memory of his wife. The experience has been pretty 
humbling. There have been some pretty incredible 
people who’ve received the award,” David noted. 

David told us that he considers land, trees, and 
farms as extremely precious. 

“I want my children to be able to enjoy the farm. 
This town has changed in a very short time from 
sprawling acres of farm land and undeveloped land to 
a suburb with many housing developments. It’s impor¬ 
tant that we hold on to some farms and forestlands for 
our children.”

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our character is permanently etched into our face.

"She has been instrumental in ensuring access for 
patients throughout the region who need home and 
community-based services and has been an out¬ 
standing advocate for home health services for 
patients. It has been a privilege for Baystate Health 
System to partner with her and the VNAH to provide 
those services,” he added. 

Skipper has long been a leader in the home health 
care field. Under her direction, the VNAH started its 
Hospice Program in 1988 and was the first home 
health agency in Massachusetts to care for HIV/AIDS 
patients. 

She also established the second home health spe¬ 
cific Ethics Committee in the nation and developed an 
innovative Alzheimer’s Disease program to help 
patients and families cope with the challenge of that 
disorder. 

The longtime VNAH administrator has also been 
very active in the greater Springfield Community. 

Skipper is a founding member of the Human 
Service Forum, was named Woman of the Year in 
1996 by the Women’s Partnership of the Springfield 
Chamber of Commerce, and a Woman of Distinction 
by the Western Massachusetts Girl Scout Council in 
1997. 

She has served as a Board of Director for organi¬ 
zations as diverse as the United Way, Health New 
England, and Partners for a Healthier Community. 

In addition, Skipper was the first recipient of the 
University of Massachusetts’ prestigious Nursing 
Leadership Award. 

She also enjoyed an unprecedented 10-year run 
as Health Educator on the weekly Home Health 
Watch segment broadcast over WGGB-TV News 40.

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For the “birds”??? 


Since this is Thanksgiving week, I have selected 
three films whose titles are related to birds (although 
only one of them can be even remotely considered as 
a “turkey"). Does this mean that the films themselves 
are, as we say, for the birds? Well, you’ll have to read 
on to find out. Enjoy the holiday! 

* “The Maltese Falcon”: 1941. Not rated. 

For those of you who enjoy an intriguing detective 
drama with substance, then this one is for you. The 
famed Humphrey Bogart stars with Mary Astor, Peter 
Lorre, Sydney Greenstreet, and Elisha Cook, Jr. in 
this early remake of the 1931 film based upon Dashiell 
Hammett’s story. 

Bogart stars as the quintessential detectiv e, Sam 
Spade. He brings an element of realism to his char¬ 
acter that not only creates great moments of drama, 
but also complements an already eclectic cast. 

Although many film critics have repeatedly raved 
about the remarkable performances in this film, they 
truly are worth mentioning individually. Mary Astor 
plays Spade’s client, and Peter Lorre plays the ever- 
elusive Joel Cairo. 

Also worth mentioning is Greenstreet’s intense per¬ 
formance as The Fat Man, as well as Cook’s perform¬ 
ance as Wilmer. 

Director John Huston is not without responsibility 
for the success of this picture. His highly standardized 
(but immensely successful) use of the camera works 
impeccably with this film, which set the stage for many 
photographic techniques used later by other film 
directors. 

Specifically, his use of the foreground as a central 


point of reference in virtually every shot in the picture 
helps keep the viewer engrossed in the plot. 

Although this picture is a remake, it is one of those 
instances where the tale is much better the second 
time around. As always, I am compelled to warn you 
to avoid the computer-colorized version of this picture, 
especially since it will dramatically decay the nostalgic 
tone of the film. With that in mind, this is classic enter¬ 
tainment on every level. 5 STARS. 

* “Hudson Hawk”: 1941. Rated R. 

Bruce Willis stars with Danny Aiello, Andie 
MacDowell, and Sandra Bernhard in this film about a 
cat burglar who is blackmailed into performing some 
robberies. In spite of a reasonably competent cast 
and marginally successful direction by Michael 
Lehmann, this film still falls flat due to an exceptional¬ 
ly weak and oftentimes confusing storyline. 

Much of the problem here stems from almost a 
complete lack of character development. This pre¬ 
vents the viewer from not only relating to at least one 
of the characters, but also from even caring about 
their plight. 

Willis’ character seems to spend the entire movie 
cracking jokes instead of delivering any dialogue of 
substance. Veteran Danny Aiello’s boredom with his 
role in this picture is also a derrogatory and prominent 
presence. 

Another aspect that hurts this film are the ludicrous 
goings-on, such as stealing art from the Vatican (of all 
places!). Other than a few assorted action sequences 
(which are filmed fairly well and edited succinctly), the 
film fails due to the aforementioned extraordinary 
character problems. 

With the film devoid of any type of solid characters, 
there really was no hope for any other film attribute to 
shine through (for better or worse). If the audience 
doesn’t feel what the central character feels, nothing 
else matters. 

Unfortunately, our main character comes off as 
anything but a person a film audience would be inter¬ 
ested in. “Hudson Hawk” is nearly a Hudson turkey! 1

* “The Crow”: 1994. Rated R. 

Brandon Lee, son of the late martial arts master 
Bruce Lee, stars in this dark and moody picture about 
a restless murdered spirit, Eric Draven, who seeks 
vengeance against his and his fiance’s murderers. 
The film is typical and formulaic in that we get the 
whole vengeance-after-death story that we have seen 
many times before. The aspect of the picture that is 
unique is that this ghost is guided by a crow (thus the 
title). 

Director Alex Proyas was clearly aware of (and cer¬ 
tainly tipped his hat to) “Batman” and “Batman 
Returns” director Tim Burton when he adopted the 
dark and crime-ridden environment of this film (which 
is also based upon a comic book). 

This was an absolute necessity, however, for the 
film to work. The film, unfortunately, is excessively 
gory and repugnantly violent at times, which (in this 
reviewer’s opinion) ruins the creative tone of the pic¬ 
ture that is clearly present. 

It is sad to note that Lee died controversially during 
the filming of this picture. Consequently, however, 
there was some worthy film magic that was born. 
Lee’s image was digitally placed in periodic and plot- 
determined scenes. 

As a result of the tragedy, however, the film’s edit¬ 
ing is a bit erratic in an attempt to balance out the 
story without planned scenes that no longer could be 
filmed without Lee. 

“The Crow” is not a film that is for anyone who likes 
bright and sunny settings. The film is dark and gloomy 
throughout, with unmistakable (and quite potent) 
melancholic undertones. The artistic-minded viewer 
will love it, but the mainstream folks may shy away 
from the immense negativity of the picture. 3 STARS.

Getting your just “desserts”... 

I had a scrumptious pie some time back. This is the 
closest I can come to recreating it. It was a black-bot¬ 
tom caramel pie. 

Start off with a chocolate cookie crust. They are 
very simple to make. Buy a bag of Oreos, eat the stuff 
out of the middle, and crush the cookies into powder. 
You add 1/2 C sugar and a melted stick of butter to 
the crumbs. Mix together and spread in a pie pan. 
(You can do it the easy way, too; just buy one at the 
store.) 

Next, melt some caramels along with 2 TB butter 
and 2 TB cream in a double boiler. When combined, 
pour into the bottom of the pie shell. Next, make 
chocolate pudding and do not use the instant. To the 
pudding while it is cooking, add 3oz. of melted, semi¬ 
sweet chocolate bits (this will make a richer pudding). 
Pour the slightly cooled pudding into the pie shell. 

Next, make a package of butterscotch pudding and 
pour over the chocolate. Before serving, smother it in 
whipped cream. You just went through all of this trou¬ 
ble to make a great pie; don’t kill it by using a non¬ 
dairy whipped topping. Use real whipped cream!

Since we are on the “pie thing," try making sweet 
potato pie. Simply bake several sweet potatoes; wrap 
them in foil and bake at 325 degrees. (Make sure you 
have a pan under them; they will leak, and they are 
messy and will devastate your oven.) After baking, 
just cool and peel. Now, mash the potatoes and use 
just like pumpkind to make your pies. This is a nice 
change of pace and they are great. I like to make 
mine with a crust of buttered and salted toasted 
pecans across the top; after eating this pie. you might 
start whistling “Dixie! 

The next time you make a pecan pie, try adding a 
1/2 C of kahlua to the egg and sugar part of the pie. 
Banana cream pie is so delectable and very easy to 
make. Simple start off with a good vanilla pudding. 
Add the sliced bananas. The crust for this pie should 
be made with ladyfingers or vanilla wafers. Crush the 
van ilia wafers, and add 1/2 C of brown sugar, a pinch 
of salt, and melted butter. 

There is nothing like homemade pies to bring the 
family home for supper. It seems like we don’t have 
supper together enough. Try making sure that the 
family gathers at least one night a week for Mom or 
Dad’s “home cooking.” Soccer, hockey, and swim¬ 
ming may be important to your kids, but that home- 
cooked supper eaten together is important to the 
whole family. Remember, listen to the “Food Dude”: 
it’s not what you’re eating, it’s whom you’re dining 
with!

In state soccer semi-finals ... 

Late goals foil

For about 73 minutes last Wednesday evening 
(November 14th) at Chicopee’s Szot Park, Agawam 
High played Central Mass, (and eventual state cham¬ 
pion) Wachusett High School as tough as nails in the 
girls’ Division I state semi-finals. 

After escaping one adventure after another in a first 
half dominated by Wachusett, Agawam stormed back 
to take the game right to Wachusett’s doorstep for 
most of the second half, before Wachusett struck 
twice in the final seven minutes to take a hard-fought, 
2-0 victory.

The winning goal came with 7:13 left. It happened 
when one of those fast and skilled forwards, Andrea 
Comen, punched deep into the Brownies’ zone and 
set up shop in the Brownies’ goalmouth. 

Comen received a nice pass from the lower corner 
of the box. She was not five yards away from sopho¬ 
more goalie Megan Gloster, who had no chance on 
this one.

To delete Section 180-97 K. of the Zoning 
Ordinance in its entirety and substitute the fol¬ 
lowing in its place: 

K. In order to ensure public safety, the mini¬ 
mum distance from the base of a telecommunica¬ 
tions tower to (i) any property line and/or street, 
shall be a minimum of the height of the 
facility/mount, including any antennas or appurte¬ 
nances; (ii) all structures on adjacent lots shall be 
at least 375 feet; and (iii) all publicly owned parks 
and playgrounds shall be at least 375 feet. As 
used herein, “publicly owned parks” shall not 
include any municipal golf course. If, however, 
the applicant demonstrates to the Special Permit 
Granting Authority that due to any combination of 
factors relating to the land, such as topographic 
conditions, terrain, wetlands, vegetative cover 
and other existing improvements, a reduced set¬ 
back is necessary, the Special Permit Granting 
Authority may reduce the setback requirement to 
not less than 200 feet subject to finding that the 
reduced setback will not result in a material and 
unreasonable safety hazard. 

To add Section 180-97 O. as follows: 

O. A different existing structure or use on the 
same lot shall not preclude the installation of a 
wireless telecommunications facility on such lot. 
If a tower and its equipment buildings are the sole 
use of the lot, the tower shall be deemed to be the 
principal use, otherwise, the use shall be consid¬ 
ered accessway.
